Senator Lodge of Massachusetts 


was entirely right in introducing a 
resolution of inquirey as to why the 
wfer ships of the United States had 
been withdrawn from Honolulu, es­ 
pecially at a time when rumors of a 
Royalist uprising were rife. 
There 
has been no response as yet to the 
resolution—indeed, it has not been 
acted upon—but the Chronicle ven­ 
tures to anticipate the reply 
that 
must be made if the resolution re­ 
ceive fair and honorable treatment. 


Cirover Cleveland, by virtue of a 
spasm of folly and stupidity on the 
part of the people of the 
United 
States,President of this great Nation, 


is one of those people so wise in his 


own conceit that he will accept nei­ 
ther information 
nor advice from 
anybody. 
He, by some process best 
known to himself, reached the con­ 
clusion that it was his privilege to 
conduct the affairs of Hawaii, at 
long range, and that whatever he said 
would be like the laws of the Medes 
and Persians. 


Inflated with this idea, he first sent 
his special commissioner, Paramount 
Blount, to Honolulu, but to no pur­ 
pose. 
Him he superseded by Min­ 
ister Willis, but Willis insisted on re­ 
porting things as he saw them. )Then 
he sent Admiral Walker down, but 
Walker was worse than any "of them, 


for he would tell not only the truth 
but the whole truth. 
Then, in sheer 
desperation, 
Cleveland 
ordered 
Walker to come home and bring the 
Philadelphia with him, thus leaving 
American interests in Hawaii abso­ 
lutely unprotected. 


That is the Hawaiian story in a 
nutshell. 
The Senate may make a 
long-winded report' in response to 
Lodge's resolution, but the upshot of 
it must be to demonstrate Cleveland's 
conceit and obstinacy, and his utter 
carelessness and neglect of American 
interests in Hawaii. 


T H E sharp comment by the lead­ 
ing 
German newspapers on the un­ 
stable policy of the Government will 
probably not please Emperor Wil­ 
liam, because these strictures are di­ 
rected against him. 'This young 
monarch, who has enormous energy 
and equally enormous conceit, has 
learned very little since he came into 
power, or he would never continue 
to interfere in the administration of 
the highest departments of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
With all the duties that 
devolve 
upon him, the Emperor 
would need to be a prodigy like the 
first Napoleon to master the many 
affairs of State in wllich he meddles. 
That he has not a Napoeleonic grasp 
of affairs is evident, and it is equally 
plain that his frequent change of 
plan is seriously injuring the prestige 
oi Germany.

A man did not have 
to strike one sixteen times and finally 
hit it on the head with a hammer, or 
light it by the fire. His main trouble 


was to keep the thing from going off 
prematurely, and the only effectual 
safeguard was to keep it in a bottle 


of water. 


They were the most utterly too 
previous matches ever seen in this or 
any other country. 
The enterprise 


was never profitable because half the 
stock was invariably lost by spon­ 
taneous combustion. 
Wagon loads 


of matches on their way from 
thej 
factory to the city would burst into a 
blaze half way on the road, scaring 
the drivers and their mules out of 
their senses.
